PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF A CERTIFICATE OF BIRTH RESULTING

‘birth.”

i b. The fees collected shall be remitted to the treasurer
Eof state for deposit in the general fund of the state and the
fvital records fund in accordance with section 144.46.

? 5. Only a parent named on the fetal death certificate may
Erequest a certificate of birth resulting in stillbirth. A
;certificate of birth resulting in stillbirth may be requested
;and issued at any time regardless of the date on which the
ffetal death certificate was issued.

t 6. A certificate of birth resulting in stillbirth is not
Erequired to be filed or registered.

1 7. A certificate of birth resulting in stillbirth shall not
;be used to establish, bring, or support a civil cause of action
;seeking damages against any person for bodily injury, personal
éinjury, or wrongful death for a stillbirth.
